Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tsuji 
et al. in view of Wiegand and Ohsuga et al. 

The patent to Tsuji et al. discloses a fuel injection valve body for direct injection 
comprising: 

a nozzle body tip 5 at a tip portion of the fuel injection valve body, wherein the 
nozzle body tip is formed with a nozzle hole 8 and formed in a protruded 
shape, the nozzle hole being exposed to a combustion area; and 
a cap 9 disposed on an outer periphery of the nozzle body tip so as to secure 
the nozzle body tip to a main body of the fuel injection main body, wherein a 
gap is formed between the nozzle body tip and a tip portion of the cap (see 
Figure 3A). 

Tsuji et al. do not disclose the protruded shape not forming a corner portion or a 
recessed portion and the stratified charge combustion. The patent to Wiegand teaches 
a fuel injector comprising a nozzle body tip formed with a nozzle hole and formed in a 
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protruded shape without forming a corner portion or a recessed portion on a surface 
thereof and the patent to Ohsuga et al. teaches a fuel injection method by generating 
and injecting a stratified charge combustion formed by a layered rich air-fuel mixture. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have modified the device of Tsuji et al. by forming the nozzle body tip 
without a corner portion or a recessed portion and by providing a stratified charge 
combustion by forming a layered rich air-fuel mixture as taught by Wiegand and Ohsuga 
et al. since Wiegand and Ohsuga et al. teach that such arrangements are known in the 
art.
